Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues with respect to claims 1 and 8 
Tabata does not teach group of four pixel corresponds to a frame. Tabata specifically teaches one frame is represented by dividing 
image signals into four images (col. 1,11. 25-27) and a delta array display having multiple frames (Fig. 4) where each frame has pixel 
positions transitioned in either a vedical and/or horizontal distance from the first standard pixel position (col. 2, 11. 30-44). Applicant 
argues obviousness requirements have not been established since Tabata does not suggests the advantages provided by present 
invention. Applicant fails to claim the advantages provided by the present invention. Additionally, Tabata teaches making a transition of 
image signals in synchronization with the pixel position that is transitioned to display images corresponding to the pixel positions (col. 4, 
II. 23-27), which suggests the claimed elements of the present invention. Applicant argues with respect to claims 12 and 19 cited 
portions of Tabata do not suggest automatically varying spatially offset positions of a high resolution image. The cited portions of Tabata 
teach that controlling the voltage through the display (Fig. 9) determines the cycle of transition of pixel positions (Fig. 10) such that the 
pixel positions transition as the image signals transition (col. 2, II. 25-33). Thus the cited portions of Tabata suggests that varying the 
voltage through the display varies the cycle of transition of pixel positions (Fig. 10 & 1 1 ). Therefore the rejection in view of Tabata is 
maintained.. 
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
